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ABOUT  THE  GRADUATE  SCHOOL 

Because  of  the  unique  nature  and  status 
of  the  Graduate  School,  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  receives  from  a variety  of 
sources  inquiries  as  to  its  background  and 
the  nature  and  methods  of  its  operations. 
One  of  the  most  interesting  types  of  inquir- 
ies has  been  from  other  countries  wishing 
to  explore  the  possibility  of  organizing  a 
similar  agency  for  their  own  services.  To 
inform  the  Presidents  and  deans  of  educa- 
tional institutions  in  this  country  of  some 
of  the  GS  services  and  activities,  the  U.  S. 
Office  of  Education  carried  as  the  lead 
article  in  the  March  1,  1947  issue  of  its 
Journal  of  Higher  Education  an  article  des- 
cribing the  background,  organization  and 
operations  of  the  GS. 

The  two  most  recent  inquiries  have  con® 
from  a university  and  from  private  industry. 
The  Director  of  the  Westinghouse  Graduate 
Study  program  visited  the  GS  to  gain  infor- 
mation and  exchange  ideas.  Westinghouse  has 
cooperative  programs,  leading  to  advanced 
degrees,  with  Penn,  Pittsburg,  N.Y.U. , 
Brooklyn  Polytechnic  and  Stevens.  Westing- 
house and  the  LSDA  Graduate  School  have  many 
interests  and  problems  in  common,  so  far  as 
this  type  of  activity  is  concerned.  In  late 
March  the  President  of  an  outstanding  mid- 
west state  university  spent  three  days  in 
Washington  consulting  with  that  institutions’ 
local  alumni  group  and  securing  information 
as  to  GS  operations. 


IRVING  AND  STEVENS  RECEIVE  AWARDS 

The  physical  science  award  of  the 
Washington  Academy  of  Science  has  been  given 
to  Dr.  George  W.  Irving,  Jr.  (ARA-AIC)  in 
recognition  of  his  contributions  in  bio- 
chemistry and  especially  his  work  on  anti- 
biotics in  tomato  plants.  With  H.T.  Herrick, 
Dr.  Irving  organized  last  falls  outstanding 
seminar  on  antibiotics  which  will  be  issued 
in  book  form  this  summer. 

Certificates  of  appreciation  were  pre- 
sented by  the  War  Department  on  May  7,  1947 
to  Dr.  Henry  Stevens  (ARA-AIC),  Chairman  of 
the  Dept,  of  Physical  Sciences,  and  to  Dr. 
E.  J.  Coulson  (ARA-AIC)  for  their  provision 
of  assistance  on  allergic  reactions  which 
aided  at  the  outset  of  the  war  in  handling 
armed  forces  vaccinations  rapidly  and  in 
great  numbers. 


COLOR  PHOTOGRAPHY  IS  POPULAR 

Over  500  photographic  "enthusiasts" 
gathered  in  Jefferson  Memorial  Auditorium  on 
April  21  to  hear  a lecture  on  Color  Photo- 
graphy by  Mr.  A.  C.  Shelton,  noted  color 
photographer  and  lecturer.  Mr.  Shelton, 
using  slides,  explained  the  theory  of  color 
photography,  including  the  physical  aspects 
and  technical  break-down  of  color  behavior. 

The  lecture,  the  first  in  a series,  was 
sponsored  by  the  Graduate  School  Photo- 


graphic  Seminar,  an  organization  of  approxi- 
mately sixty-five  members  who  have  completed 
the  GS  course  on  Applied  Photography  or  have 
professional  or  amateur  interest  in  photo- 
graphy. Prior  to  Mr.  Sheltonss  lecture, 
Mr.  Frank  Sette,  Chairman  of  the  GS  Dept, 
of  Technology,  and  Mr.  Elbridge  C.  Purdy,  GS 
photography  instructor,  gave  brief  talks  on 
the  activities  of  the  Seminar.  Those  pre- 
sent were  asked  to  help  determine  the  nature 
and  scope  of  forthcoming  lectures  by  means 
of  a questionnaire  prepared  by  Mr.  Dan  Bfaum. 


BELTSV1 LLE  SURVEY 

A summary  of  its  February  survey  of 
education  needs  and  interests  of  USDA  em- 
ployees at  Beltsville  has  been  issued  by  the 
Beltsville  GS  Committee  chaired  by  Ralph 
Hodgson,  EDI  Assistant  Chief.  ESAE  was  help- 
ful in  tabulating  data  collected  through 
Committee  Members.  The  survey  got  a welcome 
reception  and  the  Committee  feels  the 
resulting  data  are  extremely  significant. 
In  cooperation  with  GS  subject  matter  de- 
partments it  has  taken  steps  to  meet  the 
major  interests  indicated  in  the  survey.  A 
number  of  courses  will  be  offered  at  Belts- 
ville next  year. 

Calls  from  other  Federal  agencies  for 
the  survey  form  used  by  the  Committee  have 
grown  and  have  required  a second  run  of  the 
form  by  SCS.
